Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -1 5, drawn to a method of operation classified in class 323. 

II. Claims 16-22 drawn to a system classified in class 709. 

III. Claims 23-25 drawn to an article of manufacture classified in class 709. 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the system can be operated 
in an different manner, such as those computers endowed with ACPI, see speciation 
page 1 . 

Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different effects, modes of operation and 
operation, given the nature of a power supply of a CPU vis-avis- a computer system. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
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operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case tlie different inventions liave different operation, different functions, and 
different effects given tlie nature of tfie recited elements of the systems recited by the 
two groups. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
